WWholesale Homicide.

Two Men Killed by a Police-
man at an Early Hour
This Morning,

Both  Sides of

the Affair,

The Ofiicer Justifies Himself as
Acting in Self-Defense—His
Statement of the
Encounter,

Versions of the Deadly Affair
as Given by Eye-
Witnesses.

The misery wronght by the demon aleohol is
every day lucreasiug, snd searce an hour of the

short space of time allotted to man passes, but |

some deed of degradation is committed. This

morning we aro called upon to record the gnd- |

den “taking off” of two human beings, two un-
prepared souls, who had as yetl but barely en-
wered into the battle of e, and all through that
bane of thousands—liguor.

At No. 1331 North Second streel resides o
family by the name of Walsh. One of their
pumber, a son named James, aged about
twenty-three years, and a plasterer by trade,
after returning from his daily Iabor yvesterday,
spent gome time in cuitivating o miniature gar-
den which he bad fermed in the small enclo-
sure, called a yard, in the rear of his parents'
bouse. He continued working therein untll L
pecame almoge dark, when he antercd the
houge, changed his clothing, and started out to
obtain some little recreation.

About the time that he left home (734 o'cloek)
a young man named Martagh, aged twenty-two
‘enrs, whose parents reslde at No. 2000 North

ifth street, returned from Germantown, where
he had spent the day in dolog some laboring
work. The young man Murtagh, at the age of
sixteen, enlisted In the 17350 New York Hegi-
ment, under the allas of John Morrissey, ke
desiring to enter the army, and using an alias
to prevent his removal therefrom by his father,
who was opposed to hig colisting. He sarved
honorably throngh the war, and after belug dis-
charged returned home. His parents state (hnt
he had not dope much work since his retorn,
but had just reccived employment in German-
town, and he and they were mutually joyous
over the fact.

After disposing of the meal prepared for him
by his mother, he cleansed himself, and sallied
out for some enjoyment,

Where he went, or where he spent the even-
ing, 18 not now known; but bethat as it may, the
fact is patent that he met with Walsh, and both
succeeded, as all parties admit, in becoming
thoroughly intoxicated. Some time after mid-
night they brought up in the neighborhood of
Third and Montgomery avenue, and by their
noite and carousings aunoyed the whole neigh-
borhood.

The locality is none of the best. It isthe
boundary between the Seventeenth and Nine-
teenth wards, and is infested by a gang of
FOung men who are as desperate as thoy are
devilish in their characters, Third street, at
this point, 18 ocenpied by a number of Irish
families of the lower class, who in their igno-
ronce screen instead of expoee the misdeings of
the youths that there congregate,

They think that because they are all Demo-
crats that therefore Democratic policemen
ehonld not interfere with them, and, as a conse-
quence, whenever the officers attempt to arrest
any offender they meet with opposition, and
ofttimes encounter danger,

This “beat,” too, is what is termed a double
beat, extending from Oxford te Beach street,
and from Second te Bixth street, For some
time past it has been in charge of Officers
Patrick Levy and Charles Max, of the Eleventh
district ferce, both of whom are said to be exem-
plary men. Last pight Max was left in sole
charge of the “*beat,” on account of the death of
Levy's father in New York, and whither Levy
had gone.

Aboni a guarter of 1 o'clock this morning Max

heard o terrible rompus wbllst stand-
ing at the corner eof Monigomery ave-
‘nue and Third satreet, and supposing

it to come from Germantown road, he at once
ran in that direction. He soon found, however,
that he was leaving the sound, and he returned,
intending to cross over to American street. On
passing Third street he looked down and saw
two parties apparently squabbling. He ap-
preached them and in attempting to arrest one
of them, a senflle enegned which resulted In his
drawing hie revolver and shooting both, He did
not at the tme know elther of them, but they
s00n proved te be the two young men mentioned
in our O‘Fenlng. After the shooting they were
removed into the house of Edward MeDermott,
on whose paveingnt the affray eccurred. Mur-
mglt: died instantly, but Walsh lingered about
anhour. The pareuts of the deceased being
notified, the bodies were removed to their re-
spective residences.
The followlng is

Pollcemnu Charles Max's Statement.

On receiving thepews of the tragedy, Chief
Mulbolland, who wnﬂ at the Central Btation,
directed Lientenant Pritchard to report imme-
diately in person. After consultation, Detactive
Gordon was gent to work up the case, and he
repaired to the Eleventh District Btatien, “where
ke took o statement from Policeman Max,
which was substantially ae follows: —

He was patrolling his beat along, and At & quartar
before 1 o'cloek he repched Thisd snd Oxford
strests; he there heard 8 great nolss as of
people Nghting; he ran towards Germantown road,
thinking that the tronble was In thiat neighborhood
but the further he went the farther the nolse nueumi
to be; he then retraced his steps, and en again
reaching Third strect saw two men just below
Calumbis avenue, fucing each other; one of them
secmed to have a revolver ln his hund pointing 1t at
the other; at this tise o woman frem overhesd ex-
claimed, “It's ahout time you gothere o stop this
busipess ;" he replied, “*“You can't expect me 1o be
here und im @l parts "of my £ at the
sume tme," and approachod the two men,
whom e ordersd away, telling them that this nolse
must be atopped ; they still remained and sald some-
thing to him; he again ordered them away, and net
complylng, selzed one and told nim to come with
him ; the other then approached toward him and
wis told not to interfere ; still pressing forward Max
1et o his hold on the ofher ewe and selged him;
then his firat prisoner showed a dispositian to Inter-
fere and he was warned away; he replied he
wouldo't interfere, but on arriving up Third street
near Montgomery sppreached Max asd strack
him in the face aod then solzed Max by the shirt
collar which he twisted ; Max was compélied to re-
lease his hold of his prisoner, who immediately
selzed Max by the legs and he was thrown to the
pavement; while lylng there struggling with the
men Mux was kioked severnl times about thy body;
ke finally relonsed himsell, and on m‘f;mug Lis
feet selged one of them by the conl and was agalo
rushed upon, when he notifed the other that if
he darcd again o approach him, he would ghoot;
ne came towards him, when he drew his mevolver
and fired twe ahots; both of them fell to the
pavemnent; Max them ran to Fourth aud Berks
Alreets, where seeing a  strange  police-
man hecalled te him to come down khe street, as he
hud beeu esmpelled b0 shoot two men ; Max and his

The Other Nide.

As in all similar enzes, there are (wo sides of
the story to be told, This morning we visited
the loﬂlll{, and after some little search anc-
ceeded In finding Mes. MeDonough, who refnsed
to give any Information. Whilst standing .lt
the door of her reeldence a Ind pleked up
collar supposed to have belonged to the officer,
which was much rumpled, and a plecs of the
handle of a pair of nippers, thus showing that
there had ovidently been a severs struggle. We
next visited the residence of Murtagh, and from
his father obtaived the following as the substance
of a statewent made by Edward MeDonough: —

1 was awakened by & notse In the street, and rala-
ing the window 1 saw the ofcer trying to arrest
Walsh, Murtagh told him (Walshk) to go with the
officer, and sdvanced towards the latter, The ofMcer
slhiouted to Murtagh not to come near him or ne
would shoot,  Murtagh replied, 1 am golng to help
yon.” 1 then shonted to the ofleer not to shoot; if

¢ Was not able to ke s  prmonor to
Fpring hin rattle, The oftieor replied, *‘l
hive no rattle.” Just then the ofMeer fired

and Murtagh fell, Myself, wife, and daughter then
rushed down siairs, and foond that both men wore
rhot., We then corrled both Into my house, and
Walsh died In n short time., Juost before the shot
wie fired 1 heard some one of the two aay, “You
neddn’t take tin; we are all Demoerats like yout-
gelt.” 1 did not see elther the oMeer or the de-
cented on the ground at any time,

As I8 usnal in such cases a bltter feeling exists
to the prejudice of the officer, some alleging
that he shonld not have shot both, and others
thnt he should not have shot either. The full
facts of the case will be bronght ouvt at the
Coroner's inquest, which will take place to-
morrow. Dr, Shaplelgh will make the posi-
mortetn examination to-day.

AMENDMENTITIES.

Additionnl Incldents of the Procession Yestor.
dny—A CUeslored Prooessloolst Defends His
Rights—A Demooratle Quadroped on the
Isnues of the Hour,

There were several humorous [ncidents con
nected with the procegsion of yesterday which
have not yet been reporied. COne of these wns
an occurrence which took place yesterday aftor-
noon while a ward delegation was passing
throngh an up-town nelghborhood.

A medivm-sized colored man in the line was
bearing o very beautiful flag, A large-sizoed
white spectator on the sidewalk laid his eyes
upon the flag, and, either from a desire of pos-
session or from a wish to Insnlt the bearer, Inid
his hands upor the national emblem, and noder-
took to disposgess the rightful owner thereof.

In this he wns successful. He bore the flug
away in trivmph. But the former bearer was
not perfectly satisfied with this proeceding.
Seelng his property being made nwny with,
he went immediately to the rescue. By his de-
termined spirit and hearty earnestmess he ro-
galned peesession of his property without much
difficulty, and then, by way of recompense for
the annoyance, proceeded to administer a most
royal beating to the eoffending white rasecal.
This duty berl:g performed, the flag was once
more shouldered and carried into the line, the
avenger af its injured honor cenducting himself
as though nothing unpusual had happened,
though the lookers-on testified their approval of
his action by loud applanse.

While the procession was passing in the
nelghborhood of Fifth and Thompson streets,
under the fire of rotten eggs, decayed vegeta-
bles, ete., which they recelved at that point, an
incident oceurred wiich showed of what stuff
the attacking mob was composed. When the
fire was hottest, a line officer of the Excelsior
Regiment, which wos passing at the time, gave
the order “Halt,” This was quickly obeyed.

“Order arms,” was the next command, which
belng enn;)gled with, that of "*Fix bayonets”
followed. The glistening ranks of bayonets,

and the alacrity, precision, and coeluess with
which the orders had been ebeyed, disheartened
the crewd, who kept the remainder of their
rotten eggs in thelr pockets for their own pri-
vate benefit. This portion of the line, it may be
added, was allowed to go unmolested for the
rest of the day.

Another nevel incident eccurred in fromt of

the Race Btreet Armory, as Post No. 27 of the
Grand Army of the Republic, mounted as an
artillery battery, was torming in line for the

The officer had just mounted the ani-
mal in the Armory building, and both man and
horee bad just emerged into Race street, when
the horse took it upen himself to sottle one of
the disputed qllsmtns of the day. Bald the
horse to himself, “'I am a Demoerat, a truc-born
Democrat. My rider is a trus-born nigger.
s consequently superior te my rider, and it is
a shame that he should ride me. The fact is he
shall not ride me;” sud se saying the auimal
Eul. his two fore feet well forward and Logether,

lcked up his hind feet high in the air,
and landed his rider on his face on the cobble-
stones, baving caused him to describe a com-
plete revolution in his descent. The animal
then cantered off in hlrh glee in the direction of
a Democratic stable in the vicinity, his sides
shaking with laughter and his tall wagging with
glee at the practical joke. But here &ﬁ:ﬁam&-
cratic superiority ended. A crewd of loyal ne-
groes stopped his progress, and teok him up o
side street to be remounted. The incorrigible
Demecrat was not willing, but he had to go. He
resisted being mounted, spum round in qnick
revolutions, and caused the saddle to be entirely
displaced; but it wag of no avail, A crowd ef
sympathizers held his legs, mneck, tail,
and ears, and the officer regained his
seat in  safety. The offender was then
marched off to his place in the line under a
strong guard, who were very watehful for any
symptome of dissatisinction, which, had they oc-
curred, wonld have been visited with summary
punishment. Under these circumstances the
animal submitted with the best grace possible,
avd became a type of the party to which he be-
longed as it I8 new situated. The enly injury
which the rider received was a black eye, which
the fall had inflicted, but this elight inconve-
nlenee he bore with becoming fortitude, know-
ing that it & what ia to be expeaeted by all who
have any dologs with the unclean thing—De-
mOocracy.

Tur goed order which characterized the great
demopstration vesterday over the fifteenth
